Hard to Hold Men at 


. New York, July 1G.—William Park- 
er, head of the eastern chairmen of 
railway workers, declared tonight that 
local officials in eastern centers were 
having increasing trouble holding the 
maintenance of way men on their 
jobs in accordance with the peace pro- 
gram of President Edward -F. Grable 
of the brotherhood.' Twenty per cent 
of the 70,000 men in the metropolitan 
district are already on strike, he said, 
and two-thirds of the rest are op- 
posed to further delay in calling a 
walk-out. 


Mr. Parker said half of the 600 


way men at the Kingston shops of the 
v\'es't Shore went out last week and 
•that the. others, together with 100 
workers at the Ravena roundhouse on 
-the same line, threaten to go out 
within the, next 48 hours, 'unless they 
get back their old wages, with the 
48-hour week.

The steps taken in the legion cam-

Proclamations we're Issued by federal, 
state and municipal officials whose 
cooperation was solicited through the 
various agencies. 


"A united drive through publicity 


was begun. 
Everyone was urged to 


provide work, at least of a temporary 
nature, by painting up and cleaning 
up. 


The results of the campaign were 


constantly kept before the public, and 
where one community fell down, spe- 
cial effort "was made from national 
headquarters to help it out. The snow- 
ball, started rolling, grew into an 
avalanche and the period of depres- 
sion passed."

Each stage, of progress seems to de- 
mand and develop improved means 
of transport. The steamship, tho rail- 
road and the motor car have been de- 
vised nnd utilized. Now we enter a 
new phase. It is a real distinction to 
America to bo known as the birth- 
place of tho airplane; it should be 
our concern that tfUs art shall not 
languish, but that in its practical ap- 
plication we shall lead tho world. An 
•.mazing development will take plaiu 
In the near future in the utilization 
of the air as a medium of transport 
nnd communication. As'a. government, 
we are aiming to provide this art w i t h 
necessary guarantees of law. and willi 
such facilities as 
may 
be- possible 


through the encouragement of air- 
ways and terminals. But for air trans- 
port quickly to achieve tho important 
place It is rlo>tinecl to occupy, it must 
have public interest and aupport. 1

tions Participating in Railroad 


Shopmen's Strike 


Washington, July 1C.—The inter- 


nutioual 
Association of 
Machinists, 


one of the most important of the or- 
ganjzatiors participating in the rail- 
road shopmen's strike, numbers on its 
rolls approximately 250.000 men, of- 
ficials declare, of which almost 100,000 
are employed in railroad shops or in 
shops doing railroad work. The rest 
are scattered through various other 
industries. 


The organization Is among the old- 


est of the country, it is claimed, val-' 
though Its present title does not date 
farther back than 1889. In 1858 groups 
of skilled blacksmiths and machin- 
ists banded together to form their
